Miss Phipps doesn't believe women 


should shoulder a gun to fight. Men 
can march farther and aim straight- 
er, she concedes 
But in serv.ces of 


support, shooting biscuits instead of 
bullets, in jobs relesing every able- 
bodied man. for front-line duty,, and in 
bucking up the morale of the boys in 
fhe barracks, she believes womea can 
go even much farther than they went 
in our recent brusn with Germany 


In the meantime, during periods of 


peace, she hopes to develop, through 
women, a new attitude toward and 
interest in the boys in the service 
"The boys are every bit as much 


hurnans 20 peace times as they are 
heroes in war." she says, "and de- 
serve to be treated accordingly "

services for Dr. James Power Smith, 
last member of the staff of Stone- 
wall Jackson 
and 
widely 
known 
clergyman and author, who died at 
the home of his daughter. Mrs. Char- 
les F. Meyers iii Oreensbooro, N. C 
today, will be conducted here tomor- 
row afternoon at 5 o'clock. Burial 
will be In Hollywood Cemetery. 
Dr. Smith was 86 years of age and 
had been in feeble health for a num- 
ber of years. Several- months ago he 
went to Greensboro to visit his daugh. 
ter and a few weeks later his con- 
dition became serious. 
During 
the 


past ten davs his death was momen. 
tarily expected. 
Abandoning temporarily his career 


as a clergyman, Dr Smith, who had 
just finished his education at the out- 
break of the Civil war, joined the 
Confederate army. His parents at that 
time lived In Ohio, but the sympathies 
of the son were always with 
the 
Southern cause. After serving a. year 
with a regiment composed largely of 
Theological students and College m«n 
and commanded by a clergyman, Dr. 
Smith was assigned to duty with Gen- 
eral Jackson, with whom he served 
until the famous 
warrior 
fell 
at 
ChanceHorsvilie. 
After the war, Dr. Smith became 
pastor of a Presbyterian church 
in 
Big Lick, later going to Fredericks- 
burg, where he served one church 
for twenty three years. It was here 
that he met and married Miss Agnes 
Lacy, daughter of Major J. Horace 


During his fifty-seven years of ser. 
vice as a Presbyterian minister, Dr 
Smith was honored with many posi- 
tions of responsibility in his church 
He was for many years the Evange- 
list of the church in Virginia ar.d 
tehved as clerk of the Virginia Eynod 
from 1870 to 1920. 
Dr. Smith was widely known 
for his church work and his literary 
efforts. He was the author of several 
books regarded as important contri- 
butions to 
southern 
history and 
numerous writings dealing with cer- 
tain phases of the Civil war. 
Four sons and two daughters sur- 


vive They are- H. Lacy Smith, o*. 
Atlanta,

Power

CORRECT PRESSING OF SEAMS ESSENTIAL TO SMARTNESS 


For the woman who makes her own gowns an Iron, preferably a'12- 


pound iron. Is as essential as a sewing-machine and must be frequently 
used if a well tailored gown Is the desired result. All the care which 
we counseled yesterday is wasted without proper pressing. 


Always press the wrong side of wool material, using a wet cloth of 


heavy unbleached muslin, which later may be removed and the wool 
material pressed dry 
If necessary to press on the right side of a. gar- 


ment, always have a cloth between the- iron and the garment to pre- 
vent shine 
To remove an accidentally ahined spot, place a wet cloth 


over the material, hold the iron close to the wet cloth to steam it 
slightly, then remove the cloth and brush the material. 


Silks should be pressed as little as possible, and with a rather cool 


iron, as heat takes the life out of silk and may cause change of color. 
Seams in silk may be pressed on the wrong side without a pressing 
cloths. Never dampen silk in pressing. Hems, pleats and some folds 
(a bias fold Is never pressed) are sufficiently pressed by drawing them 
tightly and quickly over an upturned warm iron. 
Seams in velvet, 


velours and duvetyn may be treated in the same manner after a wet 
cloth is placed over the iron. 


Press well all seams directly after stitching?, also all tucks, pleats, 


plackets and similar places before assembling all the various parts of 
the garment together.
